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JANUARY MEETING 
10 MOBILIZE FOR 
POLITICS CALLED 
BY PROGRESSIVES 


Statement by Conference 


Says Voters Expressed 
Anger at Congress, and 
Not Support of Any 
G.O.P. Program, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Labor and other groups forming 
the “Conference of Progressives” 
decided today to call a mid-Janu- 
ary convention in Washington to 
mobilize for future political action. 

A statement unanimously drawn 
by the groups presided over by 
Henry Morgenthau Jr., former 
Secretary of the Treasury, as5- 
gerted the election results did not 
represent affirmative votes for 
any Republican program. 

The shift, it said, come from 
Negative votes expressing dissat- 
isfaction with the failuré of the 
Seventy-ninth Congress “domi- 
Mated by a reactionary coalition.” 

Morgenthau and Harold L. Ickes, 
who attended as head of the In- 
dependent Citizens’ Committee of 
the Arts, Sciencés and Professions 
made it plain that the conference 
was not a merger of political or- 
ganizations as such. 

Morgenthau said in answer to 
questions that the conference “does 
not mean a third party.” 

Before the meeting Ickes said 
the Ejightieth Congress ‘‘can’t be 
worse than the Seventy-ninth.” 

Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO and a leader in the movement, 
has described the cvalition as the 
“most powerful liberal agency ever 
brought.together in the history of 
this country.” It could very well 
become the nucleus of a third 
party, although Murray says there 
is no thought of that “yet.” 

Henry A. Wallace, who is not 
identified with any of the groups 
thus far believes a third party tis 
inadvisable at this time. He in- 
terpreted the election results, how- 
ever. as meaning “the Democratic 
party will either become more pro- 
gressive or it will die.” 

Today's conference was to be 
a closed session. Murray planned 
to announce the results at a press 
conference this aftei:noon, 

Conference leaders said that in 
addition to Murray, the partici- 
pants would include Jack Kroll, 
director of the CIO Political Ac- 
tion Committee; Frank Kingdon, 
CB. Baldwin, and Elrer Benson 
of the National Citizens’ Political 
Action Committee, Ickes and Jo 
Davidson of the Independent Citi- 
gen's Committee of the Arts, Scli- 
ences and Professions, and Mor- 
genthau, who presided at the 
Chicago meeting. 

Others expected at the meeting 
include A. F. Whitney, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen: George Addes, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the CIO United 
Auto Workers’ Union; Robert Ken- 
ny, president of the National 
Lawyers’ Guild; Walter White, 
secretary of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People: Clark Foreman, 
president of the Southern Confer- 
ence for Human Welfare, and 
James Patton, president of the 
National Farmers’ Union.

Sellers Submits It After 
Mayor Refuses to Halt 
Collection Pending 
Outcome of Suit. 


A bill to repeal a city ordinance 
that provides for the collection of 
tolls on the MacArthur Bridge was 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today by Alderman Jake Sel- 
lers. This action came after 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann had 
refused a request of the Automo- 
bile Club of Missouri to discon- 
tinue the collection of tolls pend- 
ing the outcome of litigation on 
the legality of the collection by 
the city. 

The ordinance that would be re- 
pealed by Alderman Seller's mea- 
sure was passed in 1932. The re- 
peal measure provides that the 
vehicular deck of the bridge be 
free to all vehicles, 

A poll of members of the Board 
of Aldermen on the repeal meas- 
ure showed that six, including 
Alderman Sellers, were for the 
bill; three were against it and 17 
were undecided, Those who said 
they were undecided said that be- 
fore they would vote to repeal the 
old toll ordinance, they would 
“have to be shown” other ways in 
which the city can raise revenue. 

Mayor’s Statement. 

In refusing the request of the 
automobile club, Mayor Kaufmann 
said it was the duty of the elected 
officials to enforce all ordinances, 
The ordinance in question, he 
added, was passed as a revenue 
measure and pr.duces more than 
$750,000 annually, 

The request from the Automo- 
bile Club came in the form of a 
letter from Gus Vahlkamp, secre- 
tary, who pointed out that since 
Judge David W. FitzGibbon of 
the Court of Criminal Correction 
had asserted in a decision yester- 
day that the city had no legal 
right to collect tolls on the bridge, 
the Mayor should discontinue the 
collection of them. 

“It is our. studied opinion,” 
Vahikamp wrote, “that the future 
welfare of the city is endangered 
by your course of action (in leav- 
ing the tolls on the bridge) and 
would wararnt the citizens refusing

POLICE TO ACCOSE 
MAN IN BEATING, 
NEGLECT OF BOY, 2 


Mrs. Dalton Admits She 
and Husband Often 
Left Child Tied .on 
Floor All Night. 


Police sought a warrant today 
against Edward Dalton charging 
him with mistreatment of 2-year- 
old Gerald Lester Wilson, after 
Mrs. Dalton signed a statement 
saying that her husband beat the 
child frequently and that they 
often left him on the floor all 
night bound hand and foot, in 
their rooming house at 1002A 
Chestnut street. 

Gerald is at City Hospital, under 
treatment for bruises of the arms, 
wrists, ankles and legs, extreme 
neglect and undernourishment, He 
is the son of Mrs. Howard Wilson, 
wife of an A.W.O.L, Army sergeant 
who -was stationed at an airfield 
in Florida, 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Thomas M. Gioia yesterday re- 
fused to issue a warrant against 
Dalton solely on the basis of his 
wife’s statement, pointing out a 
wife may not testify against her 
husband if he objects. But police, 
at first unable to locate other 
prosecuting witnesses, said they 
had later communicated with the 
witnesses and would present the 
adidtional evidence today. 

In her signed statement, police 
reported, Mrs. Dalton said the 
child was not mistreated during 
the first two weeks he was in their 
care. But on the night of Oct. 21, 
she continued, her husband tied 
Gerald’s hands and feet and put 
him on the floor behind a trunk 
because they were going out. They 
returned home at 11:30 p.m. and 
went to bed, leaving the baby on 
the floor. The next morning at 9 
o’clock, she told police, she untied 
the baby’s hands. 

Says Husband Made Her Tie Boy. 

“Every night the baby was tied 
up when we went to bed,” Mrs. 
Dalton continued, in her statement 
to police. On three occasions be- 
tween Oct. 21 and last Monday, 
she said, her husband forced her 
to tie the child. If she refused, 
he hit her, she said. 

Whenever the child did some- 
thing that displeased her hus- 
band, Mrs. Dalton said, he struck 
the baby. Twice a day from Oct. 
21 until last Monday, when he re- 
turned the child to his mother, 
Dalton knocked down and bruised 
the child, Mrs. Dalton told police. 
She said she did not. protest be- 
cause she was afraid of her hus- 
band, 

Miss Juanita Hoskins, 1006 
Chestnut street, who roomed with 


the Daltons for a week in Octo-, 


ber, told police that on the night 
of Oct. 9, they invited her to ac- 
company them to a tavern. Be- 
fore they left the rooming house, 
she said, she saw the baby on the 
floor wrapped in a blanket, with 
ropes tied around his arms and 
ankles. Then Mrs, Dalton put 
the child on a chair, saying, “Sit 
there, you little ..., or I'll slap 
you,” Miss Hoskins related. 
Mrs. Dalton gave the child a 
drink and put him back on the 
floor, between a trunk and a wall, 
Miss Hoskins continued. Then 
Dalton pushed the trunk closer

rejected for U.N. membership and 
to oppose “coercive action” against 
Franco Spain in the Assembly. 
There was no immediate indica- 
tion what the United States posi- 
tion would be should the Council 
reopen the membership question, 
but on the basis of past arguments 
it was believed American Delegate 
Herschel V. Johnson would call 
for the blanket entry of all five, 
including Soviet-sponsored Albania 


and Outer Mongolia. 

If under that'situation Russia 
should persist in vetoing tie ad- 
mission of Portugal, Eire and 
Trans-Jordan, it was anticipated 
that the United States then would 
return to its policy of voting 
against Albania and Outer Mon- 
golia individually, Both’ those 
countries failed to muster the 
necessary seven of the 11 Council 
votes in the initial discussions. 

On the Spanish question, the 
United States delegation merely 
decided to adhere to its stand for 
condemnation of the Madrid gov- 
ernment but in opposition to any 
action such as a world-wide break 
in relations. 

Working on Veto Proposal. 

Members of the United States 
delegation meanwhile were _ re- 
ported still working on a proposal 
concerning the much-debated 
question of the veto, but no con-

MOLOTOV ASKS 
ABOUT ELECTIONS 
AT SOVIET PARTY 


Harriman Assures Him G.O.P. 
Victory Won’t Change Bi- 
partisan Foreign Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
A Soviet party, with Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov as the main 
attraction, drew about 3000 guests 
to the Russian Embassy last 
night in one of the most brilliant 
social affairs held in the capital 
in a long time. The ocasion was 
the twenty-ninth anniversary of 
the Bolshevik revolution, 

Early afrivals were greeted by 
Molotov and Ambassador Nikolai 
V. Novikov. After about 30 min- 
utes of this Molotov, who had 
paid a 10-minute courtesy call on 
President Truman at the White 
House earlier in the day, retired 
to a private reception room, 
where he drank vodka toasts with 
several of the more prominent 
guests. 

Persons present said Molotov 
asked Secretary of Commerce W. 
Averill Harriman, former ambas- 
sador to Moscow: “What about 
the elections?” Harriman replied, 
these persons said, that it was an 
old American custom to change 
the political party in power at 
intervals and that the Republican 
victory would not mean any de- 
parture from the present biparti- 
san foreign policy. 

Others at Molotov’s private par- 
ty were Acting Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and former United 
States Ambassador to Russia Jo- 
seph FE. Davies. 

Guests on arriving at the em- 
bassy passed through a receiving 
line into three rooms, all of which 
had bars and buffet tables heaped 
with cavier, cold turkey, smoked 
salmon, many different kinds of 
meat, and desserts. There was a 
large Kremlin-shaped cake with a 
lighted clock and tower,

BEVIN URGES PATIENCE 
FOR A LASTING PEACE 


New York Crowds Cheer 
Briton on Way to Recep- 
tion at City Hall. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin called yesterday for “pa- 
tience and tolerance” from the 
peoples of the world, adding that 
he felt the United Nations would 
eventually arrive at a “true result” 
for a lasting peace. 

Speaking at a reception held in 
his honor at City Hall, the 
Laborife Minister told the 200 
present that he was not “person- 
ally overly perturbed that we are 
not making peace too quickly.” 

“The further we move away 
from war, the more we will arrive 
at a true result,” he said.

WILLARD L. THORP IS NAMED 
ASSISTANT STATE SECRETARY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)—

Willard L. Thorp Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Economic Affairs 
to fill the vacancy created by the 
elevation of William L. Clayton to 
Under Secretary of State for Eco- 
nomic Affairs. 

Thorp has been Clayton’s No. 1 
assistant since Clayton came to the 
State Department to handle eco- 
nomic and trade matters.

The crack in Yugoslavia’s previ- 
ous stubborn, adamant demands 
for Trieste came yesterday, In 
Rome it offered to let Italy have 
the contested city of Trieste in 
exchange for Gorizia, another 
strategic city in northern Istria, 


Italy rejected the proposal, but it 
was Yugoslavia’s willingness to 
do some “horse trading” that in- 
terested Big Four diplomats and 
raised their hopes. 

If Yugoslavia really means busi- 
ness, Russian Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov probably will waste 
little time in revealing it to the 
other ministers. 

The Yugoslav willingness to 
drop its demands on Trieste for a 
better boundary in northern Istria 
involves many complications, 

Firstly, Trieste is not Yugo- 
slavia’s to trade; it could merely 
withdraw its previous demand for 
that key Adratic port which the 
Big Four in July decided to inter- 
nationalize, Secondly, the Big 
Four already have agreed on the 
French compromie line for the 
Italian-Yugoslavy frontier which 
leaves Gorizia in Italy and have 
also decided to deprive both Italy 
and Yugoslavia of Trieste. The 
Big Four could change their mind, 
but only by unanimous agreement. 

The present Big Four deadlock 
is not over territory or frontiers, 
but on the kind of administration 
to be set up in Trieste. The four 
great powers had to admit total 
failure to agree on-this at Paris. 

When the ministers met today, 
they started their second round 
on the Paris peace conference rec- 
ommendations for the Italian 
treaty. Earlier this week they ran 
through the recommendations 
quickly. They examined nearly 
20 .Paris recommendations, ap- 
proved five very minor ones, and 
passed over the rest. 

United States Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes conferred yester- 
day with Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, for the first 
time since the Republican election 
victory. 

Vandenberg said “we had a gen- 
eral discussion of the state of the 
union.”

COTTON TRADING 


Proposes Speculative 
Maximum of 30,000 
Bales of Futures, No 
Bar on Hedging. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 8 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son today recommended that 
speculative transactions in cotton 
futures be reduced sharply as a 
means of “correcting the recent 
disorderly price situation in the 
cotton futures market.” 

He proposed that the amount 
of cotton futures any person may 
trade speculatively on one day or 
hold in the market should be lim- 
mited to 30,000 bales in all futures 
combined, The proposed limits, 
however, would not apply to bona 
fide hedging transactions. 

The maximum limit is 30,000 
bales in any one future, 

Anderson's recommendations will 


be laid before a public hearing 
to be held by the Government's 
Commodity Exchange Commission 
here Dec. 10, 

Under the Commodity Exchange 
Act, the volume of speculative 
transactions and holdings of large 
traders are subject to such maxi- 
mum trading limits as may be 
established by the commission. 
This group consists of the Secre- 
taries of Agriculture and Com- 
merce and the Attorney General. 

Anderson said that with heavy 
trading recently in as many as 
six or seven futures it has been 
possible for individual traders to 
hold much larger speculative po- 
sitions than was contemplated in 
the commission’s original order 
setting trading limits which was 
issued Aug, 28, 1940. 

Anderson said that order was 
designed to hold large traders’

its than have been found recently 
in some trading accounts.

He said the president's second 
War powers act expires automat- 
ically March 31. He asserted 
such matters as stationing of 
troops overseas and privileges of 
soldiers under tax bills would be 
taken care of despite the resolu- 
tion, passage of which would af- 
fect them vitally. 

Scope of Emergency Repeal. 
An inspection of statutes that 
would be affected by declaring the 
war, hostilities and the emergency 
at an end shows that among othe 
things it would: 

Require the recall of all 
troops overseas, except regular 
Army men, within six months 
unless other laws are passed. 

. End the tax-free shipment of 
cigarettes to troops abroad and 
cut off their extra pay. 

Prevent the deportation of 
undesirable enemy aliens and 
lift the bar on prostitution near 
Army camps. 

Slash excise taxes to prewar 
rates in six months. Liquor 
levies, for instance, would drop 
from $9 to $6 a gallon, theater 
admissions from 20 to 10 per 
cent, and night club taxes from 
20 per cent to 5.- The taxes on 
jewelry, furs, cosmetics and tele- 
phone tolls also would drop. 


The second war powers act cov-| 


ers such things as sugar rationing, 
priority controls, the Government's 
purchase and control of rubber, 
tin and other strategic materials. 

The restrictions on easy pay- 
ments and down payments would 
die six months after a declaration 
of an end of the war, as the credit 
controls were made operative by 
the first War Powers Act, which 
expires at that time. 

Wage control, which otherwise 
would run until June 30—unless 
the Administration ends it sooner 
-—would terminate, 
Government's power 
strike-threatened plants. 


Substitute Legislation. 


The Federal Reserve Board al- 
ready has announced it will elim- 
inate more credit controls shortly, 
and the question of wage stabiliza- 
tion is under Government review. 

The Administration contends 
that the legislation based on war 
or emergency authority must be 
repealed piece by piece with new 
laws replacing those that cannot 
be set aside at once, 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der gave Congress that view last 
summer when he was Reconver- 
gion Director, saying:

| The suit to test the legality of

Acting on a motion of the Carter 
Carburetor Corp., which brought 
the suit for a declaratory judg- 
ment against the city’s right to 
enforce the income tax ordinance, 
Judge Kirkwood gave counsel for 
the corporation, William R, Gen- 
try, 15 days to file briefs. City 
Counsel George L., Stemmler, 
representing the city, was given 
an additional 15 days to file an 
answer and both counsel then are 
permitted an additional five days 
to the replies. 

No Authority, Attorney Says. 

In his argument against the tax, 
Gentry said there is no specific 
authority for levying such a mu- 
nicipal tax in the state Constitu- 
tion and no general authority 
broad enough to cover the gen- 
eral situation; there is no statu- 
‘tory authority for it; there is no 
|authority for it in the city Char- 
iter, and in addition, he said, the 
city has no inherent right to levy 
‘an income tax, 

Assisted by George B. Logan 
and Henry Lowenhaupt, attorney 
and representatives of the Associ- 
ated Industries of Missouri, Gen- 
try said the income tax law would 
place a burden on employes and 
employers alike, on the latter by 
adding greatly to the bookkeeping 
problem, 

In asking for a judgment on 
the pleadings, Gentry said if the 
tax law is invalid, it is to the ad- 
vantage of the city and all em- 
ployes and employers in the city 
to have a speedy determination 
of the case. 

City Counselor's Plea. 

Stemmler said the city is in dire 
need of funds and when the or- 
dinance was written, provision au- 
thorizing it was found in the city 
Charter.

He apparently was re- 
ferring to statements by city offi- 
cials that if the law is invalid, the 
city will face a deficit of $4,500,000 
by next April.

Auto Hooks on Wings, Flies; 
Lands, Drops Wings, Drives Away 


‘Airphibian’ Invented by Namesake Descend- 
ant of Robert Fulton—Commercial 
Production Planned. 


DANBURY, Conn., Nov. 8 (UP) 
—Robert Fulton Jr., a descendant 
of the inventor of the steamboat, 
hooked wings and fuselage onto 
an aluminum-bodied convertible 
coupe and took off from Danbury 
airport yesterday in a first test 
flight. 

With Fulton at the controls, a 

three-bladed propeller pulled the 
winged automobile through the 
air within 400 feet, and it cruised 
over Danbury at 120 miles an 
hour. 
Bringing his craft down to a 
four-wheel landing, Fulton taxied 
to the side of the airport, discon- 
nected two locks as he sat in the 
driver’s seat, and the wings and 
fuselage came off in one piece. 
The turn of another lock took the 
propeller off. 

Fulton then drove away to his 
office at 40 miles an hour on the 
ground, leaving the flight com- 
ponents of his invention — which 
stands on three wheels of its own 
—tied down at the airport. 

The new craft, called an “Ajir- 
phibian,” is the first of 10 custom- 
built “drive and fly” cars which 
Fulton’s company, Continental, 
Inc., will construct. Fulton plans 
to go into production for the gen- 
eral public probably within nine 
months, after aapproval is ob- 
tained from the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority. 

It may sell for $4500 to $5000. 
The company has set no definite 
figure. 

The craft is said to be easy to 
fly. Steering in the air is done 
by the same wheel as that used 
on the road.

The new craft has a power plant 
larger than that of a Cadillac’and 
a body lighter than a Ford. It 
has seat space for two persons, a 
rear wheel drive and a “prac- 
tically unlimited” road speed. Be- 
cause of its lightness, its maker 
will recommend that it not be 
driven more than 45 miles an hour 
on the road. 


On the road, the car makes 25 
miles on a gallon of gasoline, and 
Fulton estimates that in the air 
it will travel 400 miles on the 30 
gallons of gasoline its tank holds. 
It will carry 50 pounds of baggage 
in addition to pilot and passenger. 

The, Airphibian’s 150-horsepower 
six-cylinder air-cooled engine is 
equipped with a muffler which, 
together with the _ short-bladed 
propeller, makes the plane. ex. 
tremely silent in the air. Fully 
loaded in the air, the _ craft 
weighs 2200 pounds, It has a 33%- 
foot wingspread, On the ground. 
the coupe’s over-all measurements 
are about 7 oy 4% feet. 

The 35-year-old Fulton said his 
company, which started as an 
aeronautical equipment builder 
during the war, “is composed of a 
bunch of youngsters.” 

The idea tor an airborne auto- 
mobile was oorn during the war 
when representatives of the com- 
pany who were traveling through- 
out the United States complained 
that they could go long distances 
in a hurry by plane and yet some- 
times miss appointments because 
of the length of time required to 
travel a short distance by road 
from airports to business sections.

WITHDREW $1000 
AFTER HIS DEATH 


‘Testifies She Gave It to 


Her Brother, Along 
With $7700 Police Pen- 


Following her husband's death 
the wife of Police Sgt. Joseph F. 
O'Leary withdrew $1000 from his 
bank account and turned that 
amount, together with $7700 from 
the Police Pension Fund over to 


her brother, Russell Cramer, 1050 
Wall street, Mrs. O'Leary testified 
today in Bankruptcy Court. 

Cramer, also testifying in the 
bankruptcy case of the North- 
western Loan & Investment Asso- 
ciation, verified his sister's state- 
ment. He added that she did not 
explain her action to him and 
since has spent a part of the 
fund, to pay medical and funeral 
expenses connected with the death 
of Sgt. O'Leary June 17, 

Following Sgt, O'Leary's death it 
was discovered he had obtained 
$79,657 from the investment firm 
in loans for non-existent persons, 
The firm subsequently suspended 
operations and a Circuit Court 
grand jury investigation now is 
under way. Cramer's bank ace 
count records, in the Baden Bank, 
have been subpenaed by the grand 
jury for ‘Tuesday. Mrs. Joseph H. 
Kirchmeyer, 5461 Wren avenue, 
collection agent for the firm, 
whose home was the firm’s head- 
quarters, also has been called toa 
appear before the grand jury 
Tuesday. 

In her testimony in Bankruptcy 
Court today Mrs. O’Leary declared 
that six days after her husband's 
death she had found a check 
signed by Sgt. O'Leary, but not 
made out for any particular 
amount.

he said in an interview, was a 
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“protest against the incompetency 
of the Truman administration. 
It was not a “mandate” for the 
G.O.P, to pass any such labor laws 
as the vetoed Case bill, he said. 

Morse said the new Congress 
“recognizes the fact” that it would 
not have been elected except for 
the support of workers in indus- 
trial areas. 

Passage of laws _ prohibiting 
closed shops, such ¢ were sanc- 
tioned by voters of Nebraska and 
South Dakota, he added, “will not 
produce industrial harmony.” 

He believes, however, that the 
eightieth Congress should, and 
will, revise the Wagner Act to en- 
large the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board so it can function by 
departments. He said Congress 
should broaden als. NLRB juris- 
diction. 

Morse recommended legislation 
to end “unfair practices by labor” 
including strikes over jurisdic- 
tional disputes and _ secondary 
boycotts. 


Resignations in Midwest 
Arts, Sciences Group. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 8 (AP)—Sev- 
eral Midwest educators and scien- 
tists have resigned from the In- 
dependent Citizens’ Committee of 
the Arts, Sciences and Profes- 
sions in recent months, Malcolm 
Dole, chairman of the commit- 
tee’s science division in the Mid- 
west, said last night. 

Dole, chemistry professor at 
Northwestern University, listed 
Harold C. Urey, Thorfin R. Hog- 
ne s and Warren C. Johnson—all 
atomic scientists at the University 
of Chicago—as among those who 
have resigned. 

Others, he said, are Reuben G. 
Gustafson, chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, and Andrew 
C. Ivy, vice president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, 

Urey told a reporter he joined 
the committee because it favored 
civilian control of atomic energy.

While friends said Hannegan 
might want to be relieved of the 
party post at the national commit- 
tee’s regular meeting in January, 
they added that he wants to re- 
tain his Cabinet job. They ex- 
pressed confidence that Truman 
intends to keep him there, 

Changes in Congress. 

Democrats in Congress, how- 
ever, faced some changes against 
which they had no recourse, with 
the Republicans taking over both 
houses. 

Senate Majority Leader Barkley 
of Kentucky is reported to be 
ready to step down to head the 
new minority party of that cham- 
ber. 

House Speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas has said, however, that he 
doesn’t want to go back to the job 
of minority leader, which thus 
seems likely to fall to Representa- 
tive John W. McCormack of Mass- 
achusetts, who has been serving 
as majority leader. 

Meanwhile, Republicans, impa- 
tient to organize the new Con- 
gress, sounded a “team play” key- 
note for their plans, 

In almost identical words, Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft of Ohio and 
Representative Joseph W. Martin 
of Massachusetts, prospective Sen- 
ate and House leaders, said all 
their colleagues would get a 
chance to join in drafting a new 
legislative program. 

Taft said in Chicago that it 
would be a “team work” proposi- 
tion. Martin told reporters at his 
Massachusetts homethatit would 
be up to the House G.O.P. Steering 
Committee to decide what course 
the party takes there. 

Talk of Co-operation. 

A few Democrats spoke softly 
of co-operating with the opposition 
on any reasonable legislative pro- 
gram, but kept the big stick of 
their sizeable minorities on hand 
for any political break that might 
come their way. 

In North Carolina, Representa- 
tive Doughton, who rtires as chair- 
man of the powerful House Ways 
and Means Committee, said he 
would be “glad to co-operate with 
anybody for the best interests of 
the country.” He added, however, 
he thought the Republicans had 
bit off too much in a promise to 
cut taxes 20 per cent.

OLD OPA CEILINGS 


Many Stores Post Reduc- 
tions—Little Change in 
Poultry, Butter and 
Eggs. 


Meat prices were reduced in a 
number of retail markets today, 
with a few cuts selling below for- 
mer ceiling levels. 

One West, End market, reducing 
prices on all meats from 6 to 7 
cents a pound, was selling T-bone 
steak for 60 cents and leg of lamb 
for 52 cents, both prices being 2 
cents below the former ceilings. 

A downtown market reduced 
beef prices from 4 to 9 cents a 
pound. Porterhouse and T-bone 
steaks, which were priced at 62 
cents under OPA, were selling for 
79 cents there: round steak, on 
which the ceiling was 55 cents, 
was priced at 79; rib steak, which 
had a ceiling ,of 46 cents, was 
marked 55: club steak, 62 cents 
under price control, was marked 
64, and boneless stewing beef, 
which had a ceiling of 43 cents, 
was priced 65. Spare ribs, 35 cents 
under OPA, were reduced to 59 
cents. 

A large food center reduced rib 
roast from 54 to 48 cents. The 
old ceiling price was 41 cents. 

There were few changes in 
prices of poultry, butter and eggs, 
although one store increased the 
price of eggs from 65 to 68 cents 
a dozen, 

The cattle market at National 
Stockyards was slow today, but 
prices opened steady. Hog prices 
were steady to 25 cents lower 
than yesterday, with a top of $24 
per hundredweight, compared to 
the old ceiling of $16.20.

Ambassador 
Nikolai Novikov had been sched- 
uled to speak at today’s session 
of the Assembly's 5l-nation trus- 
teeship committee, but his ad- 
dress was delayed until Monday. 

Prof. Boris Stein, alternate Rus- 
sian delegate, first explained the 
postponement was Necessary be- 
cause Novikov had been delayed 
in Washington. Novikoy later ar- 
rived before the session was ad- 
journed, but did not take the floor. 
Eight other nations scheduled to 
speak today also asked for post- 
ponement. 

During the session, Herard Rey 
of Haiti vigorously protested 
against the Union of South Afri- 
ca’s plan for annexation of South- 
west Africa, asserting that “the 
era of colonization and annexation 
is finished.” Karel Lisicky of 
Czechoslovakia urged “extreme 
prudence” in considering South 
Africa’s proposal, warning that a 
hasty decision might be “exploit- 
ed against our organization.” The 
South African proposal was op- 
posed by Jose Luis Mendoza of 
Guatemala. 

Dulles’s opening address on the 
issue appeared aimed in the di- 
rection of the Soviet Union in the 
light of information, from respon- 
sible diplomatic quarters, that the 
United States circulated its trus- 
teeship plan in advance and at- 
tempted, unsuccessfully, to obtain 
a Russian okay. 

The United States plan would 
place the mandated islands under 
a trusteeship solely administered 
by the United States on the theory 
that they are strategic areas es- 
sential to United States security. 
As such, they would not be sub- 
ject to United Nations inspection, 

This plan instituted a broad con- 
cession by the State Department 
to the stand previously maintained 
by American military chiefs, The 
State Department earlier had 
taken the position that only the 
actual defensive’ installations 
should be closed to inspection. 

Perhaps in anticipation of a 
Russian objection on the ground 
that it is a power “directly con- 
cerned” in the future of the is- 
lands, the broad new American 
plan for trusteeships would elimi- 
nate the possibility of a veto. 

If approved, this would be ac- 
complished, in effect, by allowing 
the administering power to write 
the terms of its trusteeships after 
listening to the suggestions of oth- 
er interested countries, and then 
submit them to the General As- 
sembly for action by a two-thirds 
vote, 

Dulles asked the United Nations 
to set up a Trusteeship Council 
immediately. 

“We believe that history will not 
judge kindly any who take a posi- 
tion which would in fact block the 
establishment of the trusteeship 
system and its grant to dependent 
peoples of the right to eventual 
self-government or independence,” 
he said.

U.5. BROADCASTING 
CUT OFF IN MOSCOW 


Short Wave Facilities Denied 
Americans—Four Networks 
Seek Clarification. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
American broadcasters in Moscow 
have been denied use of short- 
wave channels by the Russian 
Government, thus effectively bar- 
ring them from the air, officials 
of American radio networks said 
today. 

Pending a clarification by Rus- 
sia, however, all four American 
networks said they planned to 
keep their correspondents in the 
Soviet capital. 

Although the Columbia Broad- 
casting System said it had asked 
the State Department to make an 
official protest to Russia, the 
other three networks said they 
planned no action except such in- 
formal steps as may be taken by 
their representatives in Moscow 
for the rescinding of the bar. 

The network spokesmen  dis- 
counted a Soviet explanation that 
a heavy winter schedule of short- 
wave broadcasts made it impos- 
sible to allot time to American 
correspondents. They said such 
a situation never had arisen dur- 
ing the war and that, moreover, 
the networks used, at the most, 
30 minutes of broadcast time a 
day. The time had been given 
them free of charge by the Rus- 
sian Government. 

The American Broadcasting Co. 
said it had received notification 
of the Russian action a month 
ago. A Mutual spokesman assert- 
ed American broadcasters in Rus- 
sia should receive the same treat- 
ment which Russian correspond- 
ents received in the United States. 
He said, however, “there's so much 
red tape there (Russia) that news 
gets too stale for effective radio 
presentation anyhow.” 


The National Broadcasting Co. 
said it had not been formally noti- 
fied of the bar and planned no ac- 
tion pending clarification of the 
issue. 


COURT PROSECUTION DEMANDED 
OVER ELECTION WITHDRAWALS 


ROCK ISLAND, | Il], Nov. 8 
(AP) — Twenty-five Rock Island 
county Republican leaders have 
voted to start criminal and civil 
court action “against all persons 
whether Republicans or Demo- 
crats involved in the last-minute 
withdrawals of two Kepublican 
nominees, and the blocking out of 
their names on voting machines 
in Tuesday’s election.” 

The action, in form of a Tresolu- 
tion followed election of two Dem- 
ocrats—Samuel A. Mullinix, county 
clerk, and Forest Dizotell, probate 
judge, after the names of William 
Fritz and Robert E. Lee, their 
respective opponents, had been 
blocked from voting -machines. 

Mullinix said he acted upon ad- 
vice of the state’s attorney and 
the election department of the 
secretary of state, in blocking out 
the names. Charging that Mulli- 
nix acted illegally, county Repub- 
lican Chairman Fred C. Bergesen 
caused the arrest of Mullinix Mon- 
day, charging in two warrants, 
one in each withdrawal case, that 
Mullinix accepted the withdrawals 
in violation of the state election

ADM, BYRD GETTING 
READY FOR FOURTH 
TRIP TO ANTARCTIC 


Explorer Decorated for Secret 
Work for Navy During 
the War. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (UP)— 
R. Adm, Richard E. Byrd Jr., 
famed explorer to the polar re- 
gions who vanished from the pub- 
lic scene after Dec. 7, 1941, re- 
turned today, to receive a Navy 
medal for secret work he did dur- 
ing the war. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, chief 
of naval operations, presented 
Byrd with a Gold Star in lieu of 
a second Legion of Merit in a 
ceremony at the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

It was disclosed at the same 
time that Byrd, now 58 years old, 


is completing preparations to start 
soon on his fourth expedition to 
the South Pole. There was specu- 
lation that he would search for 
uranium deposits in the Antarc- 
tic. 


The citation accompanying the 
medal was worded carefully’ to 
conceal the nature of Byrd's 
wartime work for the Navy, but 
he told reporters that it includ- 
ed strategic surveys in the Pa- 
cific. 

FPyrd minimized his importance 
in the war effort. He said he 
served as confidential assistant to 
Adm, Ernest J. King, then chief of 
naval operations, and made two 
strategic surveys of the Pacific 
islands. Early in 1942, he made 
a survey to determine the needs of 
the Navy for the landing on 
Guadalcanal. 

Later in the war, Byrd went to 
the European front to study “the 
integration of tactical aviation 
with troops.” 

“I've never been as cold in my 


life,” he remarked with a laugh, 
“as | was on the European front 
at the front lines.” 

During his trip to Europe he 
also assisted in working out cold 
weather clothing for the troops.

TO ENLARGE REPAIR SHOPS 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
will spend $750,000 to enlarge its 
repairs shops at De Soto, Mo., 
where 1300 freight cars are to be 
built annually. 


Permission for the expenditure 
was granted by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore to- 
day on motion of Guy A. Thomp- 
son, trustee, The railroad asserted 
it could save $300 a car by doing 
the construction itself, and pointed 
out that manufacturers are 
swamped by a backlog of orders 
for 60,000 cars. 

Approximately 500 workers are 
now employed in the De Soto 
shops. The railroad estimated this 
staff will be increased by at least 
100 per cent on completion of the 
expansion program next June,

The artificial drug, an impor- 
tant fundamental advance in peni- 
cillin research, was developed by 
Drs. Vincent du Vigneaud, Fred- 
erick H. Carpenter, Robert W. 


Holley, Arthur H. Livermore and 
Julian R. Rachele of Cornell Uni- 
versity medical college at the New 
York Hospital-Cornell medical 
center. 

By chemical methods they pro- 
duced Penicillin G—one of the 
main kinds of penicillin—which is 
exactly the same as natural peni- 
cillin G, grown by a mold. It is 
just as potent as natural peni- 
cillin G, the type which appears 
to be most effective in the human 
body. 

This achievement “opens the 
way to the synthesis of a series of 
entirely new and different peni- 
cillins which might be useful 
against diseases not affected by 
present kinds of penicillin,” Dr. 
du Vigneaud said, since more 
changes can be made in the peni- 
cillin molecule’s structure by the 
synthetic method than by the 
mold. 

Only tiny amounts of synthetic 
penicillin have been made so far, 
he said, and much development 
would be needed before the syn- 
thetic process could be used to 
produce penicillin in greater or 
cheaper quantities than by mold- 
growth. 

More Research Necessary. 

Besides proving that penicillin 
can be made synthetically and in 
new forms, the research possibly 
may lead to a clearer picture of 
the structure of penicillin, which 
is not yet fully known, Just how 
the jigsaw of chemical parts fit 
together in the synthetic process 
is not yet completely determined. 
When this mystery is solved, the 
search for different and possibly 
more effective penicillins can be 
speeded up, Dr. du Vigneaud said.

Penicillin Found Effective 
Combating Heart Disease. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (UP)— 
Penicillin has found a new field 
in the prevention and cure of one 
of the most deadly heart diseases 
—subacute bacterial endocarditis 
—it was announced yesterday. 

Dr. Homer F. Swift, chairman 
of the American Council on 
Rheumatic Fever of the American 
Heart Association, said that prior 
to the use of penicillin this dis- 
ease which occurs in patients with 
rheumatic heart disease was 
almost always fatal. 

Public education for use of the 
drug penicillin in all rheumatic 
hvart sufferers before a tooth ex- 
traction or an operation on the 
upper respiratory passages was 
urged at the council’s annual 
meeting. Nearly half of the cases 
of the acute heart disease occur 
under these circumstances. 

Penicillin administered in large 
doses over a long period of time 
can cure the majority of cases of 
bacterial endocarditis where the 
drug is not administered as a | 
preventive, Swift said. 
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From a guess as to the probable 
structure of penicillin, work was 
started during the war by British 
and American chemists toward 
making it synthetically. The 
method was to combine a certain 
oxazolone with another chemical, 
a specific type of penicillamine 
related to one of the amino acids 
or protein building blocks. 

Merck & Co, in this country and 
the University of Oxford group in 
England early in 1944 reported 
that a combination of these 
chemicals gave a mixture in which 
there was some substance with 
properties similar to penicillin G, 

History of Development. 

Numerous tests, many of them 
carried out by the Cornell group, 
pointed to penicillin in this mix- 
ture. It had the same stability, 
the same relative activity against | 
given bacteria, and it was excret- | 
ed by animals in the same ratio | 
as natural penicillin G.

Delayed long enough to create 
both anxiety and embarrassment 
at the U.N., the American plan 
for the Carolines, Marianas and 
Marshalls has, if anything, elec- 
trified the atmosphere instead of 
clearing it. 

President Truman’s statement 
was relayed here yesterday by 
John Foster Dulles, the New York 
lawyer who will be the United 
States delegate to the Trusteeship 
Council when it is established. 

He merely gives formal an- 
mnouncement of the proposals: the 
United States submits for United 
Nations trusteeship the mandated 
islands taken from Japan, with 
the United States as the sole ad- 
ministering country for these and 
any other Pacific islands for 
which this country assumes re- 
sponsibility as a result of World 
War II. 

Red Position Strengthened. 


All of which means that Russia 
now has more bargaining power 
against the United States than 
ever before., 

Unless the United States makes 
drastic modifications, it is entirely 
probable that Russia will launch 
into the Pacific issue with every 
broadside at U.N. Delegate Andrei 
Gromyko'’s command. 

This is why one clause in the 
United States draft specifies that 
since the islands would be classi- 
fied as strategic ateas, the United 
States reserves the right to close 
them against the normal United 
Wations inspection. 

Fussia can point to the demands 
in the Baruch atomic energy con- 
trol setup and accuse the United 
States of hypocrisy. The Ameri- 
can plan presented by Bernard M. 
Baruch refuses to give up the 
American atomic know-how with- 
out international inspection. 

How, Gromyko can ask in the 
Security Council, does the United 
States reconcile a “no” with re- 


spect to atomic energy and a “yes” 
with respect to Pacific trustee- 
ships, 

Slav sources make it clear that 
this is one of the barbed lashes 
with which Gromyko plans to 
whip the draft treaty. 

For many days at the U.N., the 
Russians have been taking much 
time to espouse moral principles 
and occasionally, in the tempo of 
the speech by Foreign Minister 
Molotoy to the Assembly, to ac- 
cuse the United States of im- 
perialism. 

Gromyko Can Veto It. 

Gromyko, the Soviet delegate to 
the Security Council, can veto the 
United States proposal, which 
must be approved both by the 
Council and the United States Sen- 
ate before taking effect. 

Whether he exercises that veto 
or not may depend on how far 
the United States is prepared to 
go toward modifications. .As it 
stands, the Pacific draft repre- 
sents an absolutely unprecedented 
step in American policy. 

Never has this country acquired 
territory directly from war. The 
Dulles statement here yesterday, 
in effect, means that if the Secur- 
ity Council does not accept the 
proposal, we keep this conquered 
land regardless, 

The strategic trusteeship article 
in the U.N, Charter was, of course, 
an inspired invention at San Fran- 
cisco intended to cover exactly 
as much area as the mandates lost 
by the Japs. 

Russia accepted it then for rea- 
sons that soon may be apparent. 

It is not impossible that if Gro- 
myko can strike a satisfactory 
horsetrade, say, over Italian col- 
onies in the Mediterranean, he 
may finally relax his offensive in 
the Security Council. 

Before this business is over it 
probably will overshadow every 
other controversy except atomic 


control.

HAVE reported the activity of 

Ambassador to the Philippines 

Paul V. McNutt in assisting in 


anteeing American citizens equal 
property rights in the Philippines. 
So anxious was he to see this bill 
passed over the expressed objec- 
tions of the State Department that 
he even made a special trip to 
Washington to help to pressure it 
through the Senate. In the light 
of this ardent advocacy of a piece 
of bad legislation, subsequent 
events are most interesting. 

At that time McNutt was Amer- 
ican High Commissioner to the 
Philippines and he had as his 
legal adviser Brig. Gen. Ernest 
Burt. Gen. Burt suddenly became 
interested in buying some Philip- 
pine real estate. 

Since the days of Spanish own- 
ership and control, great tracts of 
lands in the Philippine islands 
have been owned by the Domini- 
can Order of the Catholic Church. 
Other giant areas are owned by 
feudal landlords who, as in China, 
rent the land to peasant tenants 
on a share-crop basis. Interest 
rates on loans “ometimes run 4s 
high as one hundred per cent. 

Agrarian unrest has been on the 
increase during the recent years 
as the peasant Filipino has sought 
to relieve himself of these onerous 
conditions. In the days of the late 
President Quezon, the government 
sought to quiet some of the un- 
rest by itself leasing large tracts 
of land and in turn subletting to 
individual peasants on more equit- 
able terms. 

Leased From Dominicans, 

In 1939 the Philippine Govern- 
ment leased some 66,000 acres of 
fertile lands from the Dominican 
Order, and in doing so reserved 
the right to buy, after 25 years, 
at an agreed price of one and a 
half million dollars. Unfortun- 
ately, this lease-contract was not 
recorded. It seems that a clerk 
assigned to register it was not 
paid the 25 cent fee required. 

When the Japanese occupied 
the sislands in the war, the col- 
laborationist President Laurel de 
cided that the time had come for 
the government to exercise its op-

HE problem of getting Germany on a pay-its-own-way basis, ac- 
cording to British economics officials here, is primarily a prob 
lem of boosting drastically the volume of German exports, and 


that, so it is contended, can be done only if the Allies are now will- 


ing to make loans to Germany to 
raw materials, 


That doctrine, of which we shall 
undoubtedly hear more, is almost 
certain to create a storm of de- 
bate in London, Washington and 
Moscow. Such a proposal, it can 
be authoritatively stated, is now 
being urged on the British Cabi- 
net by responsible occupation of- 
ficials in Germany. 

The argument is stated simply 
and categorically: 

If Germany is to pay the cost 
of maintaining itself, it must ex- 
port. If it is to export on any 
appreciable scale, it must import 
raw materials during the next few 
years and it must have loans from 
abroad, It is utterly impossible 
for it to send abroad now enough 
stuff to come anywhere near pay- 
ing the cost of essential imports. 


Present Ald Cited. 

“As a matter of fact,” explained 
a high British trade official, “we 
are in effect making loans to 
Germany now. The food and other 
materials which the British and 
Americ: 2. governments are send- 
ing in to Germany, are, of course. 
being paid for by British and 
American taxpayers, who are to 
be repaid by some future,German 
government, That is actually a 
loan. 

“Or take the case of the Rus- 
sians who sent in wool and cot- 
ton and other materials to be 
processed in German factories. 
That also is a loan, 

“The time has come when we 
should face honestly this issue, 
decide according to some sensible 
plan, for a definite period of time, 
just how much we are willing to 
invest in the revival of essential 
German economic activities, and 
act accordingly. There is no 
sense to deluding ourselves fur- 
ther about the possibility of mak- 
ing Germany self-supporting 
through the simple device—if it 
were simple—of unifying all four 
zones and intensifying the export

Though the British are reluctant 
to discuss specific figures on this 
question, they suggest that per- 
haps a $400,000,.000 loan would 
make it possible to carry through 
a four year plan for getting Ger 
many on its feet again. 


Possible Exports Listed. 


Meanwhile, among exports al- 
ready being shipped from Ger- 
many are: coal, timber, tar, toois, 
radio tubes, transformers and a 
limited amount of farm machinery. 
Other commodities which the Brit- 
ish believe Germany can easily ex- 
port, once it obtains adequate sup- 
plies, include: chemicals and phare 
maceuticals, precision instruments, 
light metals, ceramics and glass, 
paper products, luxury articles, 
cameras and X-ray equipment, 
electrical goods, textiles and en- 
gineering machinery, 


This possible expansion of ex- 


ports, however, depends not alone 
on importing more raw materials, 
It is also necessary, the British 
point out, to get German industry 
functioning on some business-like 
basis.

Should Mr.Truman Resign? 


It is stated positively at the White House 
that Mr. Truman has no intention of resigning 
as a consequence of his severe defeat Tuesday, 
as moved in effect by Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas and seconded by Marshall Field of 
the Chicago Sun. The rest of the idea is that 
the President previously appoint a Republican 
as Secretary of State, thus permitting a Repub- 
lican to become President to work with the 
new Republican Congress. 

This is one of those proposals which has a 
certain plausibility on first thought, particu- 
larly when that first thought comes in the im- 
mediate wake of a debacle such as that which 
hit the Truman Administration at the polls. 
A Republican President would establish party 
responsibility; and in view of the present pros- 
pect of stalemate, it looks good at a glance, 


Woodrow Wilson planned the same course in 
favor of Charles Evans Hughes in the event of 
a Republican victory in 1916, as the 
Post-Dispatch brought out yesterday. More than 
defeat, Wilson abhorred the idea of staying in 
office after “I had lost my authority,” to use 
his words. He made arrangements with his Sec- 
retary of State, Robert Lansing, to give the 
country responsible government should it vote 
for Hughes. Wilson was, of course, returned, 
and his plan, originally a close secret, was for- 
gotten, which accounts for the fact that so few 
people know of it. 


The differences between the situation in 1916 
and 1946 are very great. As the Post-Dispatch’s 
iJumination of the subject yesterday pointed 
out, Wilson had only four months of his term 
to serve; President Truman has more than two 
years. 

Wilson would have resigned in favor of a 
President-elect, freshly chosen by the voters 
themselves. Any Republican chosen by Mr. Tru- 
man to be Secretary of State and President in 
turn would be selected in the final analysis by 
one man. For while the appointment as Secre- 
tary would require confirmation by a majority 
of the Senate, the Senate's official act would 
be only to pass on the choice. The Senate could 
reject an appointment but it could not make 
one. Such a detouring of the electorate would 
be a long way from the intention of the Con- 
stitution, however purely legal the procedure 
might be. 

Then there are the practical political consid- 
erations, which inevitably would influence the 
decision of a product of organization politics, 
as President Truman, of course, is. He is not 
a quitter. He stands by his party and by his 
friends. In lean years, he and his kind tighten 
their belts and see what they can do to improve 
their prospects. They hold on to patronage when- 
ever they have it ahd make the most of it. They 
have suffered crushing defeats before. They 
know what tHe come-back is. They know about 
political swings. 

Mr. Truman’s resignation now would in all 
probability take the Democratic party out of 
the 1948 presidential race so far as anything 
like serious participation is concerned. Many 
Democratic workers would consider it the kiss 
of death to their chances and feel that they had 
been betrayed. 

But the real loser, were Harry Truman to re-. 
sign, would not be the Democratic party as an 
organization or Mr. Truman as an individual. It 
would be the presidency as an institution. The 
prestige of a great office would be damaged and 
no one knows how much. 

The solution is not for Mr. Truman to re- 
sign. It is for Mr. Truman and the new Con- 
gress to rise above partisanship and serve the 
country by working together despite political 
label differences. There can always be a first 
time,

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A Proud Guarantee 

Ever’ since the end of the Barbary Wars 
American citizenship has been the proud guar- 
antee of safety and fair treatment over the 
world. The State Department is now demanding 
that the protection of American citizenship be 
given effect in Yugoslavia. 

It is officially estimated that between 2000 
and 2500 American citizens are in Yugoslavia, 
and that more than 80 per cent of these would 
like to return to the United States. The State 
Department charges that at least 165 have been 
thrown into concentration camps, leased out for 
forced labor or shipped to Russia. Worst of all, 
maltreatment has killed as many as 10. 

The State Departmenta also is reported to be 
considering a formal protest to Russia over 
allegations that scores of Americans are being 
subjected to forced labor there. 

Many or most of these people, it appears, are 
not born Americans, and some presumably 
fought for their native country against the fac- 
tion now in power in Yugoslavia or against 
Russia, The United States Government un- 
doubtedly will recognize the special considera- 
tions applying in such instances. 

But there ghould be no hesitancy in insisting 
upon the rights of those with an unimpgeired 
claim to United States citizenship, or in demand- 
ing an accounting to establish that no such citi- 
zen is being mistreated. 


Tax Test for Republicans 

Chairman-apparent Harold Knutson of the 
House Ways and Means Committee promises 
sharp tax reductions, Since tax-cutting is popu- 
lar, others will be tempted to join his bloc in 
hopes of more Republican victories, including 
the big plum in 1948. President Truman would 
help G.O.P, chances still more if he vetoed the 
effort. 

Actually, Mr. Knutson is right in proposing 
to eliminate some excise tdxes and reduce oth- 
ers. Production and sales taxes are objection- 
able. In fact, the Administration long ago said it 
intended to lower them in 1947, 

To that reasonable purpose, however, Mr, 
Knutson adds the imprudent one of cutting in- 
dividual income taxes 20 per cent. It is impru- 
dent because, in such inflationary times as these, 
there should be no tax reduction without at 
least an equal reduction of expenses. 

To be sure, Republican candidates everywhere 
promised to whittle expenses. But, in a budget 
dominated by national defense, aids to veterans 
and interest on the Federal debt, margins for 
economy may be comparatively small. In any 
event, it will be many months before Congress 
can determine how much, where and how to 


economize. Senator Taft’s cheerful talk of par- 
ing off 18 billion dollars is so far only talk. 

If Republicans meant their campaign prom- 
ises for a sound economic system, they will pur- 
sue the still more rigorous policy of curtailing 
expenses but letting present tax levels alone. 
Then a current surplus would accrue to fight 
inflation and reduce the 264-billion-dollar debt. 
It would help business by taking the Govern- 
ment out of the market for scarce manpower 
and materials. And, by bringing the Govern- 
ment into a sounder financial position, it would 
safeguard the future health and security of 
private enterprise. 

Hence President Truman’s high-tax policy is 
the friend of private enterprise and Mr. Knut- 
son’s policy is its enemy. Which will the Re- 
publican Congress follow? 
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Our Economic Vassals 

Filipinos have been “free and independent” 
since July 4, but they don’t feel free, Because 
of inept and selfish American intervention in 
Philippine business, Filipinos feel like our eco- 
nomic vassals, and resent it. 

In discussing the Bell Trade Act in his column, 
Harold Ickes seized upon the basis of Filipino 
animosity. This act provides for eight years of 
free Filipino trade with America, followed by 
20 years of increasing tariffs. What it would 
do is to tie the island economy to American 
needs for a few years, then cast it adrift. It’s 
sink or swim, 

So we have shown high economic indifference 
toward a people whose industry was destroyed 
in a common cause. More than that, the Bell Act 
discriminates savagely against Filipinos. It 
divides export quotas among the same business 
groups—largely Spanish and American — who 
had export monopolies in 1941, It forbids Manila 
to charge import tariffs lower than American 
tariffs. It gives Americans equal rights with 
Filipinos in Filipino enterprise—but Filipinos 
would not have reciprocal rights in American 
enterprise. 

This is unjust, and speaking for the State De- 
partment, Under Secretary Will Clayton said 
so. It also is embarrassing. The State Depart- 
ment has criticized Britain for creating a similar 
closed economic sphere within its Empire. This 
criticism, by act of Congress, is transformed 
into hypocrisy. 

American behavior sometimes has confirmed 
the indictment. As High Commissioner, Paul 
McNutt adjudged big Mindanao abaca planta- 
tions to be “enemy” property, and transferred 
them to an American firm. A Filipino column- 
ist wrote, “These plantations were merely leased 
to the Japanese, and not even the best of Wa- 
bash .logic can convince us they are enemy 
property.” Later, the Manila newspapers were 
aroused over sale of the 840,000-acre Buena 
Vista estate’ to an American syndicate headed 
by Brig. Gen. Ernest Burt. 

Swiftly reading our economic alphabet, the 
Philippine Press commented, “In the years ‘to 
come, we will not be able to call our own coun- 
try our own, We will discover to our cost that 


‘the friend who entered our house has appro- 


priated the entire building.” This was, ap- 
propriately, on April Fool’s Day. Since then 
our prestige in the infant Republic has fallen 
faster. . 

This is dangerous. The Philippines are three 
things to us: a test of a solemn moral obligation, 
a military bastion and proof to the Orient of 
American democracy at work. Since building 
Filipino resentment can wreck all three, dis- 
crimination must go. Congress should reconsider 
and revise the trade laws. For as matters stand, 
the United States is guilty both of indifference 
and economic colonialism. 
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To Democratize the Atom 

Chancellor Arthur H. Compton received the 
1946 St, Louis Award not only for great useful- 
ness in science and education but equally be- 
cause his exceptional gifts find outlets in alert 
and practical citizenship. Indeed, he was in the 
act of showing such civic spirit once again just 
before the award was announced. We refer to his 
calling on community leaders to form a Citizens’ 
Committee on Atomic Energy Information, to 
seek “understanding and basic knowledge of 
what we, as citizens, are called upon to do” about 
this unique new technical force and political 
problem, 

The move is as wise as it is well-intentioned. 
Good though the official American atomic policy 
is, discussion at the “town meeting” level could 
make it still better. Also, moral support from 
citizens thus informed would go far to give 
American views authority among other nations— 
an authority particularly needed when the future 
direction of American policy is undecided on so 
many other issues. 

St. Louis is fortunate in having Charles A, 
Thomas, a scientist and member of the State 
Department board which formulated the main 
outline of American atomic policy, and Mr, 
Compton himself to sponsor the effort. Their 
offer to help democratize the subject should be 
quickly accepted.

Good Decision on the “Free” Bridge 

Judge FitzGibbon’s decision that the city is 
collecting tolls on the MacArthur Bridge with- 
out legal authority comports with the ethical 
right involved, whatever is determined finally 
to be the law in the case. City Counselor Stemm- 
ler announced immediately that he would ap- 
peal the decision, so the legal standing of Mac- 
Arthur Bridge tolls will remain in doubt for 
some time. 

To the non-legalistic mind, the contention of 
the City Counselor, that freedom from tolls was 
not a condition of the bond issue financing the 
bridge, because it was a part of the ordinance 
that did not appear on the ballot, seems like so 
much quibbling-at-law. 

In Judge FitzGibbon’s opinion, the electorate 
of St. Louis voted on the whole ordinance and 
not merely on the part of it that was printed 
on the ballot. That sounds like the way it 
should be. If it were otherwise, the basic pur- 
port of an ordinance could be defeated by the 
tricky exclusion of a part of it from the printed 
ballot. 

Whatever the outcome of the controversy. over 
the span that was known for many years as the 
Free Bridge, the city government requires the 
roughly $800,000 in revenue which these tolls 
supply, and then some. If the tolls are abol- 
ished, the revenue will have to be obtained in 
some other way.

Republicans are proverbially the party of competitive business—or 
are they? magazine asks; record does not always show it; G. O. P. 
Congressmen often have voted for special interest and against freer 
trade; suggests that it’s time to surrender slogan or make it stick. 


From Fortune 


The Republican party is proverbially the 
party of business, of production—and of 
enterprise. Or is it? And would business 
really appreciate it if it were? 


The question is worth asking now be- 
cause from the congressional elections 
through November, 1948, one can be sure 
that the phrase “free enterprise” will be 
on every tongue. Yet it can be confidently 
asserted that many who make the most 
to-do over this subject would be the first 
to cry quits if their words were taken 
seriously. 


An enterprise system requires at the 
least a government that in most areas of 
economic life will enforce competitive mar- 
kets without favor to capital, to agricul- 
ture or to labor. It requires, secondly, a 
government willing to mitigate the kind of 
runaway boom and abject bust that sent 
the Republican party into receivership. 


Since that time the G. O. P. has had fime 
for thought, self-criticism and reform. But 
would it, any more than the Democrats, 
deliver the entrepreneurial goods? 


If ever there were a time for a balanced 
budget, or better still an Andrew Mellon 
surplus, that time is now. Yet, in the very 
aftermath of the price-control row, Repre- 
sentatives Reed, Taber and Knutson came 
out for a 20 per cent cut in taxes without 
giving a bill of particulars for reducing 
Federal] expenditures. 


As Advocates of Economy 


Moreover, search of the record reveals 
no great Republican disposition to vote 
against river and harbor authorizations and 
other drains on the Federal Treasury. The 
most persistent advocate of domestic econ- 
omies has been Senator Byrd, a Virginia 
Democrat. 


The debate over OPA brought out some 
other inconsistencies. Senator Taft pitched 
his fight for an amended OPA on the dubi- 
ous grounds of insuring to all corporations 
the profits they made in the banner year 
of 1941—a guarantee surely inimicable to a 
profit-and-loss economy and smacking all 
too much of the worst of Mr. Roosevelt's 
experiments, the NRA. 

Much has been made of the Administra- 
tion's subsidy program. But in the House 
a majority of Republicans have voted to 
continue subsidizing copper, lead and zinc; 
Republicans raised no protest against the 
“Buy American” provisions of the Army’s 
stockpiling program; and in the Senate 
they joined in the recent nefarious silver 
steal. 


For years the G.O.P. has inveighed 
against the “socialization” of the American 
farmer. But in 1942, ‘Republicans gave 
their blessing to Government support of 
major agricultural crops for two years 
beyond the end of the war, and this year 
Senate Republicans voted, 24 to 12, to in- 
clude the costs of farm labor in the mys- 
tical “farm-parity” formula—a provision 
that, had it become law, would have put 
even higher stilts under most farm prod- 
ucts. 


In the foreign field, such Republicans as 
Senator Vandenberg have labored effec- 
tively to give this country a bipartisan for- 
eign policy and to curb the expansive ten- 
dencies of Soviet Communism. But when 
it came to extending credit to the one de- 
mocracy on which the United States most 
depends, House Republicans voted, 122 to 
61, against the British loan, and Senator 
Taft delivered himself of the remarkable 
pronouncement that he saw no harm to 
American interests in bilateral trading. 


Mr. Wherry’s Prescription 


As to encouraging multilateral free trade, 
Republicans have run true to form. In 
1945 the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act, 
empowering the President to cut tariffs by 
a further 50 per cent in return for similar 
concessions from abroad, failed to get a 
Republican majority in the Senate and was 
slammed down, 140 to 33, in the House. 


We have it on the authority of Senator 
Wherry of Nebraska that “if we buy from 
abroad what we can grow or make at home, 
we are committing national suicide.” Since 
the United States could presumably grow 
and make almost everything, if the con- 
sumer were made to pay the price, the 
Senator’s prescription seems eminently fit- 
ted to bring foreign trade to an end. 

So the record goes. It can be argued, 
of course, that office breeds responsibility. 
It can be argued that the record of the 
Democrats is so awful that any change 
would be a change for the better. Or it 
can be argued that the United States has 
slid so far down the road of protection, 
monopoly and slipshod fiscal policy that 
no party could arrest the trend. 

But if this be the conclusion, we favor 
openly admitting it with a permanent mora- 
torium called on such phrases as free en- 
terprise. If, on the other hand, these things 
are deemed worth fighting for, then the 
Republican party and particularly the busi- 
ness community have the fight of their 
lives on their hands.

The artist, born in Fulton, Mo., 
has studied in New York, Paris 
and Italy. Except for. recent 
Army service in the Pacific, for 
the last 10 years he has been an 
illustrator for a magazine devoted 
to the arts of interior decoration. 
His range of subjects extends 
from architecture of Pacific 
islands, New York and Missouri 
to tiny objects of art in sophisti- 
cated New York apartments, The 
pictures of his own state, whether 
he is painting a stubborn mule or 
his aunt’s sugar bowl collection, 
combine the sympathetic under- 
standing of a native son with the 
freshness of view of an outsider. 
Two large oils dominate the ex- 
hibition. They are “Stock Sales 
Day at Old Courthouse, Fulton,” 
which has historic value since a 
more modern structure has super- 
seded the subject and “Corner of 
Fifth and Court Streets, Fulton.” 
The latter captures the relaxed, 
restful spirit of a*moderate-sized 
Midwest town on a summer after- 
noon, Benign sunshine, suggested 
with a warm glow which is origi- 
nal yet true, pours over a grass- 
covered corner of streets dotted 
with sparse automobiles, pedes- 
trians and a horse and wagon.

Assistance in Drafting 
Directive Sought in Ef.- 
fort to Break Deadlock 
With Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)—In 
a move to break a deadlock with 
Russia, the United States has 
asked 10 nations if they will 
assist in preparing a directive 
for Gen. Douglas MacArthur on 
how to divide reparations from 
Japan. 

The State Department advanced 
this proposal to the countries rep- 
resented on the Far East Com- 
mission after notinz Russia’s un- 
willingness to attend a conference 
devoted solely to reparations. 

The American suggestion was 
that the nations on the commis- 
gion, which include all the Big 
Five countries, “consult” with the 
American government in drawing 
up interim orders to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur for: 

1. Immediate division among 
claimant countries of from 15 
t. 20 per cent of the Japanese 
assets selected for reparations. 

2 Later determination of 
how the remaining 80 per cent 
should be allotted.

Officials familiar with the 
problem said that under the 
American plan, a directive would 
be drawn up after these suggested 
consultations and sent to Gen. 
MacArthur for execution. It then 
would be submitted to the Far 
East Commission for review. 

If, as expected, Russian repre- 
sentatives on the Far East Com- 
mission oppose the proposal, the 
program would be carried out 
nonetheless, since Gen. MacAr- 
thur would already be acting on 
a directive sent by the United 
States under its power as the 

‘principal occupying authority. 

The idea of permitting other 
countries to “consult” in prepar- 
ing this directive obviously ; 
stemmed from an American desire / 
to avoid charges that the United 
States was “dictating” policy and 
circumventing the commission. 

The United States is reported 
to have made this proposal in re- 
sponse to pleas for speed in set- 
tling the reparations question,

HIGHLAND PARK, N.J., Nov. 
8 (AP)—A 21-year-old New Bruns- 
wick Negro fighter, who turned to 
boxing:to help support his invalid 
mother, suffered fatal injuries last 
night in a four-round preliminary

The boxer, Billy Brown, died 
shortly after being carried from 
the ring where he had been 
knocked into the ropes by Mickey 
Logan, Of ‘South Bound Brook, in 
the third round. Brown weighed 
164%, Logan 165, It wag the first 
fatality this year in a New Jersey 
ring and the eleventh in the 
nation. 

Logan, winner of a_ previous 
fight with Brown five weeks ago, 
took the first two rounds and 
staggered Brown in the third with 
hard rights to the body and face. 
Brown, wobbly, circled the ring 
and was hit again. The blow sent 
Brown into the ropes where he 
hung with one arm clutched 
around the second strand, 
Referee Oscar Lamb atarted 
counting, but stopped quickly 
when he saw Brown was in bad 
shape. Officials spent 15 minutes 
in the ring attempting to revive 
him and when that failed, Brown 
was taken to an official’s room 
where the futile attempts contin- 
ued another hour. Dr, David Mil- 
ler, a State Athletic Commission 
physician, pronounced Brown 
dead. 

An autopsy was scheduled today 
at Perth Amboy General Hospital 
to determine the cause of death.

And so the only unhappy note of 
the night at The Arena was that 
Ken Loeffler’s St. Louis profes- 
sionals suffered their first defeat 
in three games, dropping a 68-to- 
63 decision to the New York 
Knickerbockers. 

He’s a High School Teacher. 

Kennedy, in case the name is 
new to you, did as much to 
stimulate basketball at New 
York's Madison Square Garden as 
Promoter Ned Irish. The colorful 
New Jersey high school teachet! 
gave last night's small crowd an 
example of his technique, too, 
though Artie Ellers, who has seen 
the peppery official several times 
before packed houses, remarked 
with a sly smile: 

“He saves his best stuff for the 
big crowds.

A Kennedy even under wraps is 
a dynamic personality completely 
in charge of a game.

Some Corn on the Comedy. 
é< N EVER SAY GOODBYE” at the Fox is a half clever, half 
corny comedy about the effects of divorce on small chil- 
dren and it will either have you rolling in the aisles or 
crawling up them to the nearest exit, depending on your per- 
sonal tastes. Followers of Errol Flynn will 
doubtlessly find him as attractive an erring hus- 
band as they did a knight errant, but those who 
are less impressionable to the Flynn brand of 
charm will find this film at times unbearably 
coy and at other times just unbearable. 

The plot concerns a divorced couple, Flynn 
and Eleanor Parker, and their little girl, Patti 
Brady, who loves them both and wants mama and daddy to get 
married again. Daddy, it seems, is the puckish type, wonderful 
at pretending to be Robin Hood one day and Lancelot the next. 
Unfortunately he also has a touch of Lothario and Lushwell in

LECTION DAYS come and 
E election days go. In the course 

of my existence I have seen the 
Democratic party lose and win a 
number of times. A defeat really 
is of little importance. The only 
thing that matters is what you do 
with your defeat. If you analyze 
it and learn from it, I think de- 
feat very often can be as valuable 
for the future as victory. 

It all depends upon one’s ability 
to learn! If @ne profits by defeat 
and gains more wisdom for the 
next turn of the political wheel, it 
will be a valuable experience. If 
one becomes discouraged to the 
point of feeling that the period 
out of office cannot be usefully 
employed, then it can be a harm- 
ful experience. 

From my own point of view, 
being out of office has always 
been a pleasant situation. Having 
no responsibility, while being able 
to sit on the side lines and ob- 
serve with a critical eye, is one of 
the most delightful positions I 
know, 

Of course, my time for active 
participation in politics is long 
gone by. I could not again go 
barnstorming through the state 
organizing the women, as Mrs, 
Daniel O’Day, Mrs. Henry Mor- 
genthau, Jr., Miss Cook, Miss 
Dickerman and I used to do, after 
Miss Harriet May Mills had 
pointed the way. Those, of course, 
were the days when women’s ac- 
tive part in politics was at stake, 
and it was great fun seeing them 
learn to participate and seeing the 
gentlemen learn to consider them 
as individuals and as voters, 

The men haven't learned quite 
yet how important the women are, 
but perhaps this election will 
serve to point up the fact that I 
have preached for so many years. 
Women must be enthusiastic for 
a candidate, and their interests 
cannot be ignored. Even children 


should not be ignored. They ac- 
tually figure in many a candi- 
date’s popularity! 

History is repeating itself in so 
many ways, at least so far as this 
country igs concerned, and I only 
hope that we will be constantly 
on our guard. The boom-and-bust 
Republican period of the 1920s 
and 1930s is not something that 
any of us wish to see recur. 

Some of the election results are 
really pleasant to contemplate. 
For one, Mrs. Helen Gahagan 
Douglas, of California, retained 
her seat in Congress, She never 
shirked saying what she believed 
in, and she certainly ran on her 
record. She made very few cam- 
paign speeches, spending much of 
her time attending sessions of the 
United Nations here in New York. 
She put the U.N. and world peace 
above her own election, 

Her conduct of her campaign 
proves, I think, that people like 
honesty and convictions in their 
candidates, and that they recog- 
nize integrity. Nevertheless, many 
another candidate who had many 
of these same qualities went down 
to defeat, and I deeply regret 
their loss. But such is the for- 
tune of political life! At one time 
or another, defeat comes to all 
who are willing to take part in 
political life. To be truly active 
in politics, one must enjoy every 
part of the political game. Then 
when defeat comes; there must 
be sufficient interest in outside 
things in order to acclimate one- 
self with added zest to a different 
kind of occupation. Real activity 
in politics takes one completely 
away from personal concerns. 

This is the basis of service in a 
democratic form of government, 
and I hope that the defeated Dem- 
ocratic candidates, who made the 
run with a real desire to be of 
service, will still keep this desire 
and apply it in service to their 
local communities,

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Are War Veterans Really People? 


"They Certainly Are, and They Don't Want to Be Treated as a Class Apart’ 


By Clarissa Start 


ROM some of the stories and 
F talk about veterans and “the 

veteran problem,” one might 
be led to wonder “Are veterans 
people?” The man from Mars 
thumbing through the files of con- 
flicting reports on veterans could 
easily conclude that the veteran is 
a cross between a juvenile delin- 
quent and an ungrateful charity 
patient. 

It is impressions such as these 
that both anger and sorrow Wil- 
liam K. Moors, who is the execu- 
tive director of the Veterans’ 
Service Center and thus in a bet- 
ter position than anyone else in 
St. Louis to know the real story 
of the veterans and his difficul- 
ties. In the month of September 
alone, more than 23,000 veterans 
teok their financial, housing, em- 
ployment, and other worries to 
the Service Center headquarters, 
in the northwest corner of Kiel 
auditorium, and since the efficient 
“one stop” center was opened last 
December, a total of 124,792 vet- 
erans have been advised. 

“I feel very strongly about treat- 
ing the veteran as a class,” says 
Moors, a good-looking, friendly, 
easy-to-talk-to young man who is 
a veteran himself. “The veteran 
doesn’t want to be treated that 
way. He wants to be treated as 
Joe Doe, civilian. He was plenty 
glad to get out of that uniform. 


“The problems we deal with 
here are no different from civilian 
problems. They are problems of 
employment, housing, loans, bubi- 
ness. They apply just a little more 
to the veteran because he’s been 
absent a while. Take a civilian 
away from his home four or five 
years and he'll have the same 
problems.” 

Recently Moors has noticed, not 
only apathy toward veterans but 
sometimes actual discrimination 
as in the case of certain landlords 
who refuse to take veterans as a 
class, 

“I think the public too often 
gets the wrong impression from 
the identification of criminals as 
‘veterans’ rather than as men or 
boys, and that has an adverse ef- 
fect. Then there is the 52-20 club 
which comes up for discussion. In- 
evitably you read that 40 per cent 
of the veterans are taking advan- 
tage of it. You never hear that 
60 per cent of the veterans haven't 
touched a penny of it. Take this 
angle—that law was passed for 
100 per cent of the veterans and 
passed while they were overseas. 
Then they come back and take ad- 
vantage of it and are criticized.” 

The announced purpose of the 
service center is “to help the vet- 
eran in the transition back to 
civilian life,” and to accomplish

this it has a staff of 30 workers 
supplemented by 10. resident 
agencies, including the Red Cross, 
Veterans’ Administration, USES, 
Chamber of Commerce, and oth- 
ers. Supported in part by the 
city, and half by Community 
Chest donations, it occupies three 
floors of the auditorium. Counsel- 
ing is done on an informal basis 
in. cheerful looking, maple fur- 
nished rooms where counselor and 
veteran can sit+comfortably side 
by side rather than facing each 
other over a desk. 

At the present time, the hous- 
ing problem is the biggest one as 
you might suspect, and many of 
the true incidents of the veteran’s 
housing search réad like horror 
stories. One family, a veteran, his 
Irish war bride, and their five- 
month-old baby, after a nearly 
fruitless search for rooms, found 
three rooms on the third floor of 
a West End house. The rent was 
$75 a month but there was no 
water, no bath, septic buckets in- 
stead of toilet facilities, and the 
rooms were so -badly infested with 
bed bugs and roaches that the 
parents had to take turns at 
night keeping the insects off the 
baby. In addition a neighbor told 
them the previous tenant had died 
of tuberculosis two days prior to 
their moving in and no fumigation 


or cleaning had been done. In 
desperation they came to the cen- 
ter for help and were enabled to 
find two clean furnished rooms 
that proved far more satisfactory. 

“Our big problem,” says Moors, 
“is that 39 per cent of the veterans 
have children and 79 per cent of 
the landlords refuse to take fam- 
ilies with children. We're going 
to have a big housing drive.very 
soon and try to get more people 
to open their homes to these 
people. During the summer we 
found homes for many in unheat- 
ed basements and attics or on the 
Meramec, but now these families 
have to be relocated.” 

* 

Eight of the basic interviewers 
at the center deal with personal 
problems that cannot be cata- 
logued. These include such case 
histories as a former officer who 
lost his sight in a Japanese prison 
camp and who was helped to es- 
tablish an import-export business 
and given aid in filling his first 
order; a Hawalian who was helped 
in purchasing diapers for his chil- 
dren and babies’ wear store at 
home, and a Negro veteran who 
was swindled out of his savings 
by an over-zealous real estate deal- 
er whose methods were legal but 
not especially ethical, but who was 
“perstaded” by the center to re- 


turn part of the earnest money 
payment, 

Legal problems such as these 
receive the co-operation of the 
Free Legal Aid Bureau. Problems 
requiring the attention of a so- 
cial worker are referred to the 
Red Cross, since the center is not 
sufficiently staffed to handle 
them. Many of the other prob- 
lems are purely routine, such as 
tracing down mustering-out pay- 
ments which went astray, straight- 
ening out service records of vet- 
erans who, through error, receive 
induction notices, making photo- 
static copies of records and docu- 
rents. The photostat laboratory 
worked on a 24-hour-a-day basis 
from Aug. 20 to Sept. 20 and 
copied more than 10,000 docu- 
ments. 

“From all indications, veterans’ 
service centers will be needed in- 
definitely,” Moors says. “A large 
percentage of veterans make re- 
turn trips and in the last few 
months more complex problems 
have been arising. Those we're 
getting now are younger boys, on 
the average 18, 19, and 20 year-olds 
without any work experience, and 
they are even more bewildered 
than older veterans. That’s why 
I say it looks as if our services 
will be needed indefinitely. This is 
also the opinion of Major General 


G. B. Erskine, chief of the federal 
re-training and re-employment ad- 
ministration, who spoke at the 
recent midwestern conference of 
veterans’ service officials at Okla- 
homa City.”

At this conference, the St. Louis 
Center was praised highly, espec- 
ially with reference to its housing 
efforts, and was the highest in 
placements among the 10 states 
represented. 

“Last month we were able to 
place 3814 out of 13,798 or 27.6 
per cent,” Moore said, “and some 
towns, Houston for example, can 
place only one out of eight. We 
were proud of that but it still 
isn’t good, far from it. It should 
be 100 per cent.” 


Moors, who understands all the 
veteran problems, understands the 
housing problem especially well 
since he and his wife are still 
looking for a house and staying 
with relatives temporarily. The 
director maintains he can scarcely 
take advantage of any housing 
tips that come to him when he 
sees veterans daily who are in 
greater need, 

“Also my own situation helps 
me in talking with veterans,” he 
grins. “When they tell me their 
tale of woe, I just tell them mine.” 


Contract 
Bridge 


By Ely Culbertson 


HERE are very few “absolute” 
T ruies in bridge, but the follow~ 

ing comes very close to that 
classification. When your partner 
passes your double of a one bid, 
telling you he expects to defeat 
even that low contract — lead 
trumps! Note this typical case: 

North, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable, 


South. West. 
1 spade Doudle 
Pass 

West opened the king of hearts 
and continued the suit, much to 
his partner’s anguish. South 
ruffed and returned a low dia- 
mond. West put up the queen, but 
East overtook with the diamond 
king in order to return the queen 
of spades. 

The trump lead was too late, 
however, to do much damage. 
South won with the spade ace, 
ruffed a diamond in dummy, and 
managed to win another of his 
own small trumps by ruffing one 
of dummy’s hearts. South later 
made the king of spades and the 
ace of clubs, and was therefore 
set only one trick. He could con- 
sider himself pretty lucky to get 
out with the loss of only 200 
points! 

If West had made the proper 
opening lead of a trump, the story 
would have been quite different. 
South would win and return a 
diamond, and East would take 
the trick to lead a second round 
of trumps. This would knock out 
South’s remaining high trump, 
and East would be able to draw 
the rest of the trumps whenever 
he regained the lead. South would 
make only his two top trumps 
and the ace of clubs (he might 
lose the latter if he were not 
careful( and his loss would be 
1190 points! 

West's bad choice of the open- 
ing lead (and continuation) cost 
his side 900 points—the value of 
an average rubber! 
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Infection of 
Beard Yields 
To Penicillin

F interest to men is the news 
(Dem another troublesome and 

Stubborn infection, an _ infec- 
tion of the beard, known as syco- 
sis barbae, has yielded to peni- 
cillin, 

As a general rule, this disorder 
is produced by an invasion of 
staphylococcus germs around the 
hair roots. Entrenched here, they 
cause red, inflamed areas of the 
skin and the formation of blisters 
filled with a thick fluid. Later 
these blisters break and the fluid 
hardens on the skin. Ordinarily 
this condition is difficult to clear 
up, and as time goes on it be- 
comes increasingly irritating and 
unsightly, 

x * 

RECENTLY DR. A. BURROWS 
and his co-workers of England 
found penicillin ointment effective 
in giving speedy relief for sycosis 
barbae, They found that penicillin 
in this form is more convenient to 
apply, gives more lasting effects 
and better results than when used 
in a solution. 

Twenty patients were treated, 
the penicillin-containing cream 
being rubbed over the beard area 
and around the nostrils three 
times daily. 

Of 13 who had had the beard 
infection, from one to 14 years, six 
were cleared up within six weeks 
and six others were greatly im- 
proved. In four of six patients 
who had the condition for less 
than ten months,’ the infection 
was cleared up within three weeks 
and in a fifth case the infection 
was suppressed after five weeks 
of treatment. It is suggested that 
the treatment be continued for a 
few weeks after the sycosis bar- 
bae is apparently cured.

of any nasal discharge, infections 
of the eyelids, ear infection, and 
infections which may be present 
in the teeth, tonsils, sinuses or 
elsewhere in the body.

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Lamb Hash. 


Even the swanky Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel in New York does not turn 
up its nose at hash, Indeed, one 
of its most famous luncheon 
dishes is “Lamb Hash Lyonnaise.”

George Rector, noted gourmet, 
chef and restaurateur, claims to 
have brought the original lobster 
thermidor recipe from France to 
this country. In the gay old days, 
Rector’s in New York was the 
‘haunt of all those who were bon 
vivants and who knew and loved 
the art of dining. There the lob- 
ster thermidor was supreme. 

Rector himself gives the recipe 
for it in his delightful book, “Dine 
at Home with Rector.” He says 
to take a big lobster and boil 
it as usual, Let it cool, Then 
split it lengthwise and take out 
the meat, reserving the shell for 
future use. The meat is cut into 
small piecees. 

A rich cream sauce is made by 
blending a couple of tablespoons 
of butter with the same quantity 
of flour and gradually stirring in 
acup of cream. This should be 
stirred until it reaches the boiling 
point and then allowed to boil two 
minutes—no more.

BRITISH REPLY SAYS WARSAW 
DELAYS POLES” REPATRIATION 


LONDON, Nov. (UP)—The 
British Government, in a note to 
Poland, today denied responsibil- 
ity for delay in the repatriation of 
Polish soldiers who elected to re- 
turn to their homeland from 
Britain. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said Britain had made transport 
available, and was “most anxious” 
to speed the repatriation. The de- 
ly, he asserted, was caused by the 
Warsaw Government’s insistence 
on screening every applicant. He 
said Poland had failed to send ade- 
quate staffs here for the screen- 
ing, as Britain had requested. 

He reported 18,000 Polish troops 
here now were awaiting repatria- 
tion and transport was available to 
send them to Poland at a rate of 
5000 a month. Because of the 
slowness of screening the repatria- 
tion has been at a rate of 2000 a 
month, he said,
